TRIS LEGISLATURE 


Mayor Says City, Missouri 


and U.S, Levies Are 
Burdensome — Sur- 


pluses Not Needed at 
Jefferson City.

Legislation to repeal the State 
income tax will be sponsored by 
the city administration during the 
current session of the Legislature, 
Mayor Aloys P. Kaufmann an- 
nounced yesterday. 

The State has been building up 
large surpluses, the Mayor said, 
and can get along without the tax. 
He added that the Missouri House 
of Representatives passed a Dill 
during the last legislative session 
to cut the tax in half and turn 
the remaining half over to the 
schools of the State. There was

considerable sentiment in the Leg- |. 


islature; he continued, to give up 
the tax’ entirely. ' 

At the same time, the Mayor in- 
dicated he would advocate the con- 
tinuance of the city’s tax of % 
per cent on earnings. The author- 
ity to levy this tax is limited by 
the statute to July, 1950. 

Burdensome Taxes. 

“The city has been forced, as a 
matter of financial ‘salvation, to 
enact an earnings tax, but it is 
burdensome on our citizens to 
have to pay three income taxes— 
federal, state and municipal,” the 
Mayor said. 

“The city cannot do without its 
earnings tax but, in my opinion, 
the state with its enormous pro- 
ceeds from the sales tax and other 
sources can get along very well 
without the income tax.” 

He said the income tax account- 
ed for only 18 per cent of the 
state’s general revenue and was 
“un-essential.” The sales tax, he 
said, produces about 65 per cent 
of the state revenue. 

Revenue Estimates. 

He estimated that the state in- 
come tax brought in $19,500,000 a 
year in revenue, about $6,500,000 of 
which came from residents of the 
city. The city earnings tax is esti- 
mated to produce about $7,500,000 
a year. Legislation to permit the 
city to continue the tax beyond 
July 1950 will not be sought dur- 
ing the present session, he said, 
but will be presented early next 

ear. 4 
8 There has been a growing trend 
to eliminate or reduce state in- 
come taxes, the Mayor said. Two 
states—West Virginia and Sopth 
Dakota —have repealed their in- 
come tax laws, he pointed out, 
and six others have cut the state 
income taxes in half. These are 
New York, Wisconsin, Iowa, Mary 
land, Oregon and California. 


HEARINGS ON CERTAIN TRAFFIC 
SAFETY VIOLATIONS TO START 


Police court hearings for motor- 
ists who violate certain traffic 
laws involving safety will be inau- 
gurated as soon as policemen in 
the traffic division of the Police 
Department are notified of the 
change in policy. 

Police Maj. Raymond Dowling 
of the traffic division announced 
the change yesterday after Police 
Judges Joseph B. Catanzaro and 
George J. Greliner wrote to Police 
Chief Jeremiah O’Connell suggest- 
ing the establishment of the new 
system. Previously violators of 
some of these laws were permit- 
ted to pay. $3 fines in the traffic 
bureau without a court appear- 
ance. 

The purpose of the change, it 


was said, following a meeting of 


the judges and police heads, is to 
make it possible “to assess fines 
more suitable to the offense.” 

Motorists who violate the law 
concerning the passing of street- 
cars in safety zones and out of 
safety zones, passing streetcars 
on the left, breaking through fu- 
neral processions, failing to ob- 
serve school or playground stop 
signs and failing to slow down on 
curves will be required to appear 
in court.

next Secretary of State undoubtedly would be 
Chief Justice Fred Vinson, and that the Admin- 
istration would take a new line toward Russia. 
These guesses are. swept completely aside by 


Mr. Truman's straightforward explanation of the 


change. Obvious. reasons of health compelled 
Gen. George Marshall to resign as America's 
chief diplomat; The same reasons compelled 
Mr. Truman to accept the resignation. 

In doing so, he paid about as handsome a trib- 
ute as he possibly could to Marshall. And the 
tribute was deserved. Marshall has spent his 
whole career in the service of his nation. He 
was, as the President said, an outstanding figure 


of the World War II years. After the war, he 


“was drafted to head the State Department. In 
this new office; he continued to show himself as 
a man of stout courage. 

Certainly it is no reflection on Marshall to 
express gratification that the President has 
turned from the military to the civilian in se- 
lecting his successor. That is how it ordinarily 
should be in a democracy. Fortunately a highly 
qualified civilian was available. 

In the early days of the New Deal, Dean 
Acheson was reviled as “one of those young 
Frankfurters.” He proved himself honest and 
able. He was in the State Department from 
1941 to 1947. He attained the rank of Under 
Secretary. He resigned not because of any 
criticism, but because he found it necessary 
to earn a little money for his family’s sake. It 
is fortunate that he has ‘agreed to return to the 
public service. 

Some of the purveyors of “inside information” 
may insist that the President was less than 
frank because Under Secretary Robert Lovett 
also sent in his resignation. Superficially this 
seems to bear out the Life magazine story by 
Jay Franklin, a story which Mr. Truman has 
categorically denied. Franklin even happened 
to name Lovett’s successor, Budget Director 


James E. Webb. So there can be no stopping 


those who want to build speculation on 


coincidence. 


It is true that there has been much gossip 
about Lovett. That probably always will be the 


case when a man in the Government has strong 
Wall Street connections. But there has not been 


an iota of solid evidence to show that he did 
anything other. than serve his country to the 
best of his ability and within the strict limits of 
his conscience. ‘ 7 
Nevertheless, as long as he is leaving, it is a 
good thing that his place is being taken by a 
man of whom the gossips cannot hint that he is 
favoring the Arabs in Palestine for the sake of 


the oil companies, or that he is trying to heat 


up the cold war because associates have invest- 
ed heavily in munitions industries. No matter 
how wildly irresponsible such talk may be, it 
weakens public confidence, The more obvious 
a public servant's disinterestedness, the better. 

Because Acheson and Webb quite obviously 
‘are not ax-grinders, the new era in the State 
Department should begin auspiciously. But it 
will be a new era because of the appearance of 
new men rather than new policies. The dope- 
sters to the contrary notwithstanding, President 
Truman has declared quite flatly that there will 
be no new attitude toward Russia. 

Anybody who is at all familiar with Acheson’s 
public and private statements on this subject 
knows that he is fully aware of the threat of the 


Soviet Union’s international ‘conduct. 


If there is desire for reconciliation on the 
part of responsible Russians—as Mr. Truman 
suggested in Kansas City—the new Secretary of 
State no doubt will be ready to cultivate it and 
to explore its sincerity, as Marshall himself was. 
He should be. But his record makes it clear 
that there will not be the slightest thought of 
appeasement. It will be Mr. Acheson’s duty to 
work for peace, but he is not’a man to sacrifice 
ocratic interests to totalitarian aggression. 

The President is to be complimented on ap- 
pointing him to an office in which we trust 
he will give a good account of himself. 
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No Solution 

The “solution” to the problem of the river- 
front tracks which ‘the City Hall announces is 
no part of a solution. The idea appears to be 
that the Terminal’s tracks should run about 
where they are, somewhat lowered and “hidden 
behind an architectually embellished screen 
wall.” 

This is little short of eidieulous. It would 
keep the tracks, even if on a lower level, be- 
tween the riverfront park and the river. Any 
screen in front of the tracks would be a screen 
that would stand in the way of the visitor in 
the. riverfront park who wished to look toward 
the greatest river in America. 

There is only one thing to do, and that is for 
the city to handle the Terminal Railroad Asso- 
ciation in this.issue just as it handled the Ter- 
minal in the fight for the smoke elimination or- 
dinance. Mayor Kaufmann and President Kin- 
sey of the Board of Public Service will have to 
recognize that the city’s interests stand above 
the Terminals.

Accepting Mr. Truman's assumptions, his mes- 
sage on the economic~‘state of the. Union is 
strong and reassuring. He assumes, ‘dike his 
New Deal predecessors; that the nation can be 
prosperous, enjoy ‘high ‘employment: stability, 
and at the same time maintain its traditional 
Iberties:and a maximum of freedom for private 
economic decisions. 

This, of course, will offend those who still be- 
lieve that government: should be only the meek 
handmaiden of business. Mr. Truman's program 
involves federal controls, notably ‘the power to 
limit prices and profits ad wages, to curb credit 
expansion and to direct the distribution of scarce 
industrial materials, It also means expanding 


the Government’s direct welfare activities, such 


as the broadening of social security and the ad- 
dition of universal health insurance, accelerated 
building of federal power projects and large- 
scale public housing. 

Such, however, were the aims which a plu- 
rality of the voters had in mind when they chose 
Mr. Truman and the Eighty-first Congress. The 
people, too, have the New Deal or “fair deal” 
faith. 

Mr. Truman’s severest critics cannot accuse 
him of thinking his task is easy. The country, 
he says, is perilously poised among mixed infla- 
tionary and depressive forces. He boasts of the 
nation’s unparalleled abundance but warns also 
that shortages of manpower and some material 
resources darken the prospect, and must be 
overcome. 

His concern for education and welfare are 
idealistic, but he makes the hard-headed plea 
that such idealism strengthens human resources, 
the nation’s most precious capital. He did not 
add that humane reforms are the unbeatable 
weapon against the missionaries of red or black 
dictatorship, but this, too, is true. 

At two points Mr. Truman’s reading of his 
mandate does carry him to undue lengths. He 
asks for 4 billion dollars more taxes, which 
makes sense, but he fosters the unrealistic im- 
pression that such amounts can be comfortably 
gleaned from corporations and upper-income 
citizens alone. He encourages labor to demand 
higher wages in some of the industries marked 
for price control even though this course 
proved, in 1945 and early 1946, a trouble-maker 
for everyone. 

Otherwise, however, Mr. Truman's tone 
toward business is conciliatory, He argues 
shrewdly that the power to control private acts 
may do more than anything else could do to 
make its use unnecessary. He enthusiastically 
extols the virtues of private initiative. 

Thus, more than three years after the war, an 
American Government proposes to take up the 
New Deal which was stored away about 1940— 
to try to bring the wartime dreams of a brighter 
future to fruition. In some details it is a more 


ambitious undertaking. than President Roosevelt 


ever proposed. It comes at a time when the 
country has heavy foreign burdens and faces 
some foreign dangers. Yet, in the new mood of 
confidence, who dares to say that the bones of 
the dream cannot be clothed in sound flesh? 
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Bullitt’s Amazing Proposals 


William C. Bullitt’s emphatically extreme 


views on our Chinese relations are well enough 
known to be discounted by almost everybody. 
Still, it is a little amazing to hear him, on his 
recent return from China, urging the United 
States to send Gen. Douglas MacArthur—or one 
of several other generals, if MacArthur is un- 
available—to take command of Chiang Kai- 
shek’s disintegrating forces. In the same vein is 
his plea for a revival of the Flying Tigers air 
squadron. Moreover, according to .a London 
Economist correspondent, it was Bullitt who in- 
spired Mme. Chiang's uninvited visit to the 
United States to beg for more billions. 

Just how far does the man believe this nation 
can go without becoming a full-fledged partici- 
pant in a war? Or is that how he wants it? 

The apparent hopélessness of the Chinese 
situation certainly does not add to the persua- 
siveness of these unrealistic recommendations, 
but it does make them all the more amazing. 
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Good Man for a Touch Job 


The appointment of capable Lt. Gen. John E. 
Hull as director of Secretary of Defense For- 
restal's newly formed Weapons Systems Evalu- 
ation Group is doubly significant. A good man 
for the task has deen chosen. The defense es- 
tablishment should soon be ready to get down 
to brass tacks on some important matters. 

Gen. Hull is gifted by intelligence and abili- 
ties for his new post and also by reason of re- 
cent important Army assignments which he ‘has 
ably carried out.

Just four years ago, when I was still one 
of the American consuls at Jerusalem, it 
seemed to me that Zionism was a dead 
cause. I found it difficult to understand 
that the Jews of Palestine could not see 
this. 


Having this conviction, I thought it piti- 


able that the fine community spirit which. 
had developed was soon to be dissipated 


in the general grief and bitterness of the 
ailing world. 


Miracles had been wrought in the way of 
converting the Palestinian land from a 
desert garden, in creating a new and 
worthy culture, and 3 
in doing away with 
the fears and mor- 
bidity of the ghetto. 
Utopias, however, 
must often yield to 
unpleasant facts. 
And, in late 1944, the. 
facts were these: 

The British Gov- 
ernment was deter- 
mined to unite the 
various rival Arab 
leaders; and there 
was no conceivable basis upon which to

zunite them, other than opposition to Zion- 


ism. Large numbers of Arabs, meanwhile, 
had been brought by Axis propaganda to 
the point of wishing for the extermination 
of all Jews. Most other Asiatics, interpret- 
ing the ArabJew conflict as a conflict 
between Asiatic and European, were strong- 
ly inclined to support their Asiatic brethren. 


The Sense of Detractors 


The Soviet Government was vitriolic in its 
denunciation of Zionism as “bourgeois 
nationalism.” ' France, seeing hér north 
African colonies as the main bases of her 
future security, could not afford to dissent 
frorh the pro-Arab arr guna of the other 
leading powers. 

As for the United States, our State De- 
partment was adamant as to the necessity 
of allowing the British to determine the 


future of Palestine; There was much pro- 


Zionist sentiment among Christians in this 
country, but it was at the same time cer- 
tain that American public opinion would 
never support the use of armed 
force for protection of Jews. ‘The State 
Department knew this, and. therefore was 
not afraid to challenge pro-Zionist declara- 
tions by Presidents and Congressmen.

As for the international experts, such as 
Sumner Welles and James MacDonald, who 
demanded American support of Zioniggh as 
a moral obligation and a practical neces- 
sity, these men were looked upon by the 
State Department as harmless has-beens. 
Finally, the American Christians living in 
the Near East were, almost to the last 
man, stanch opponents of Zionism. 

What followed should provide an object 
lesson for all those Americans who are now 
ridiculing and branding as “impracticable” 
all constructive solutions for the preserva- 
tion of peace and the maintenance of our 
civilization. For, surely, our present prob- 
lem does not offer nearly so many seem- 
ingly hopeless obstacles as did the Zionist 
problem of 1944. 


A Matter of Necessity 


Indeed, from the viewpoint of “objective 
political science,” the task was an impossi- 
ble one. The Zionists, however, approached 
the question with that same spirit which 
had transformed the barren soil. 

To them it was not a question of possi- 
bility or impossibility, but of absolute ne- 
cessity. And, in this spirit, the job which 
had to be done was done. 

As time went on after 1944, the situation 
did not improve for the Jews. Favorable 
developments in international politics were 
invariably canceled out by subsequent 
events. Finally the inevitable happened. 
The united Arabs of the Near East, out- 
numbering the Jews by 50 to one and 
equipped with modern British armament, 
made an all-out attack on the Jewish posi- 
tion in Palestine. 

This constituted defiance of the United 
Nations, but the great powers were unable 
or-unwilling to stop the Arabs. The Jews, 


however, did stop them, thereby becoming 


the first victims of aggression to prove to 
their opponents that the course of wisdom 
would have been to heed the U.N. 
Because they had managed to escape the 
defeatism which now infects the Western 
world and paralyzes us as we contemplate

They said 
the Egyptian counter - attacked 
the Israeli lines late in the after- 
noon and were thrown back. 
However, they described the in- 
cident as local in character. 

In Cairo, an official’ 
source said 98 persons were killed 
and 160 were wounded when Jew- 
ish planes bombed an Arab refugee 
camp in southern Palestine 35 
minutes after the cease-fire was 
to have gone into effect. 

Issuance of the cease-fire orders 
is due to be followed by armistice 
negotiations between Egypt and 
Israel under United Nations aus- 
pices. 

(At Lake Success, the United 
Nations announced that Egypt 
and Israel have agreed to armistice 
talks on the Mediterranean 
island of Rhodes starting Tuesday 
or Wednesday, and that Bunche

(The Egyptian Government, in 
ordering its troops to quit shoot- 
ing, said its action was conditional 
on Israel withdrawing its forces to 
positions of Oct. 14 and obeying 
other U.N. Security Council orders.

| Troops Sent to Aqaba.

A spokesman declined to dis- 
close the number of soldiers in- 
volved.

Advanced Operatic Work 
Greeted by Single Hiss; Mod- 
ified Ovation for Singer.

A single hiss emanating from 
the decorous ranks of 4 
audience testified to the resent- 
ment of at least one music lover 
yesterday afternoon in Kiel Au- 
ditorium when the St. Louis Sym- 
phony Orchestra played a series 
of excerpts from Alban Berg's 
opera “Wozzeck.” Other than 
that, reaction to the performance 


and seemed to be favorable—if slight- 


ly puzsied—and Judith Doniger, 
the soprano soloist, was given a 
modified ovation for her sucdess- 
ful manipulation of the difficult 
vocal line. ° 

That there would be differefces 
of opinion about a work in an,ad- 
vanced category was to be ex- 
pected. The performance of Con- 
troversial music, however, is te be 
encouraged rather than avoided 
for surely a disputatious atmos- 
phere is better than one of placid 
resignation and a continuous 
enunciation of the familiar is 
more likely to engender the lat- 
ter than the former. “Wozzeck,” 
as it hapens, can no longer be 

ed as an experimental work 
since the ears that are open to 
music of any sort have been con- 
ditioned to the frequent use of 
dissonance and freedom. from 
strict tonality by popular as well 
as art music, 

As for the informing spirit of 
“Wozzeck,” it is essentially post- 
romantic. A highly personal emo- 
tionalism — sometimes morbid, 
sometimes charged with pathos 
and often brilliantly descriptive— 
pervades its harmony, melody and 
instrumentation. Moreover it is a 
successful work because the com- 
poser has found at every Point a 
precise equivalent in sound for 
the outward behavior of the char- 
acters in his opera as well as the 
psychological climate that envel- 
ops them. Marie’s soliloquy, in 
which Biblical texts are con- 
trasted with her personal desper- 
ation is one example. The as- 
cending chromatics which de- 
scribe the lakeside scene where 
Wozzeck meets his end is pic- 
torially literal and colored eerily 
with a half-light of unreason and 
despair. The final scene in which 
Marie’s child gallops off on his 
hobby horse is a masterly essay 
in pathos. 

The orchestra was at its best 
and gave a precisive, balanced 
and tonally eloquent rendering of 
a score which made the most se- 
vere demands. Cohesion was 
more than ever essential to co- 
herence. Miss Doniger projected 
the tortured state of the unfor- 
tunate Marie with vocal accuracy 
—a feat in itself—and with an in- 
flection that was as emotionally 
articulate as a spoken text. Some 
of this was in the song-speech 
style—half-way between cadences 
of spoken dialogue and conven- 
tionally pitched song. In her 
opening scene she misjudged the 
acoustic of the hall a little and 
some of her words didn’t come 
through. Her projection from 
then on, however, was wholly sat- 
isfactory. 

Conductor Viadimir Golschmann 
and the orchestra also offered an- 
other novelty in the “Memorial to 
Lidice” Martinu—a piece that 
expressed the response of the com- 
poser both to the original act of 
destruction, by which this Czech 
vilage was exterminated by the 
Germans, and to the heroism of 
the Czech. The “Memorial” was 
well played though not with the 
same finish that marked the per- 
formance of “Wozzeck.” 

The program was opened with 
aptly styled performance of Han- 
del’s Concerto Grosso in D Minor 
for the string choir and closed 
with a broad and free delivery of 
Brahms’s C Minor Symphony.

“The strike also played a part 
in one of two abnormal price situ- 
ations which adversely affected 
the year’s financial results,” East- 
wood said. “One of these arose 
when operations were resumed in 
the plants which had been shut 
down. Efforts to get these plants 
back into operation so intensified 
competition for the purchase of 
livestock that livestock costs in- 
creased far beyond the amounts 
which could be obtained for 
meats. 

“The other price situation which 
affected the compand’s results oc- 
curred earlier in the year. In 
February there was a sudden.and 
sharp break in meat prices. Com- 
ing at the time of our heaviest 
seasonal accumulation of inven- 
tories this sudden and sharp break 
in prices resulted in very sub- 
stantial inventory losses. 

Sales for the year amounted to 
$1,991,434,034, an increase of about 


1.8 per cent from $1,956,490,057 in 
the previous year and a new 
record high.
